I will start with the fast: If you are consti- 
pated, no other treatment will get such good 
results as the fasting treatment, with enemas 
If no soreness or irNtation is present, you are

in my article, “How to Fast and Diet for 
Health,” where you use any fruit desired, in- 
stead of your regular meals. The fruit will 


| supply the intestines with plenty of bulk and 
| in addition has a gently scouring action. Be 
sure to use the enema each evening. If mild 
inflammation or irritation is present, substitute 
a five-day fast on plain water, using the 
enemas, Which will give the intestines a much- 
needed rest. 
nal sluggishness, the best 
single treatment I have found is the enema 
which quickly cleanses the la intestine of 
waste. Use one quart of warm water and re- 
peat, if successful results are not secured at 
first. The enema is an effective remedy because 
it empties the colon almost immediately with- 
out any irritating effect. I do not advise that 
you rely upon the enema te overcome consti- 
pation, however, but goed will result 
if you use it as a means of temporary relief. No 
harm can come from using plain warm water 
and as the body becomes adjusted to a better 
diet and as the muscles of the abdomen become 
stronger, you discontinue the enema and 
will be surprised to find the intestines moving 
by themselves. If you have been suffering from
